o a disposable cartridge located on the distal part of the endoscopic tube (3) and comprising an 
invaginator of the endoscopic tube, which invaginator is an eversible tube with an uneverted end (7) 
joined with the endoscopic tube (3). and an uneverted part of invaginator formed by pleats into a 
compact hollow cylinder (23). having a gap (25) with the distal part of the endoscopic tube (3).

The endoscope according to claim 4711, wherein the biopsy forceps (63) 
have a d i sta l dr i v e of forc e ps wh i ch i s a cyl i nd e r - p i ston unit conn e ct e d to flu i d pr e ssur e comprise an 
intensifier (71) of a traction line, which intensifier comprises an executing cylinder-piston unit, located on the 
distal end of the hermetic tube and of the traction line .
